REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

For  the  year  ended  51st  December,  1970 » 


In  the  body  of  the  report  attention  is  drawn  to  several  developments 
the  main  one  being  the  development  of  General  Improvement  Areas  and  Improvement 
Grants,  the  findings  of  the  study  will  be  presented  next  year.  Again  in  the 
report  attention  is  drawn  to  Refuse  Disposal  problem. 


Another  item  is  the  problem  associated  with  dogs  running  loose, causing 
numerous  complaints  from  the  public  regarding  the  fouling  of  pavements.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 


The  scheme  for  providing  a  pumping  station  to  remove  sewage  from 
29  houses  previously  served  by  septic  tank  has  now  been  .completed,  and  they 
are  now  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system. 

The  study  of  housing  in  the  area  has  been  undertaken  with  the 
assistance  of  the  National  Building  Agency,  this  study  has  led  to  proposed 
general  improvement  areas  and  the  use  of  improvement  grants.  The  study 
and  report  should  be  finalised  during  1971-  The  long  term  results  of  this 
study  should  result  in  the  upgrading  of  the  Environmental  Quality  of  the 
area. 


Indiscriminate  tipping  of  rubbish  on  pieces  of  waste  land  and  back 
streets  is  still  on  the  increase  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  local  tip  is 
made  available  to  the  public  seven  days  a  week. 

Experiments  will  have  to  be  carried  out  to  solve  this  problem  as 
it  becomes  more  and  more  evident  that  publicity  is  not  having  the  desired 
effect.  The  soiling  of  pavements  by  dogs  wandering  loose  night  or  day  is  a 
problem  that  the  public  are  growing  more  conscious  of  every  day. 

Until  it  is  a  general  rule  that  all  dogs  must  be  on  a  leash  this 
filthy  condition  will  prevail. 

pu blic^cleattsing;  . 

Negotiations  have  commenced  in  two  directions  for  the  disposal 
of  Household  Refuse,  but  neither  has  been  finalised  during  the  year.  British 
Rail  have  been  approached  with  a  view  of  leasing  a  length  of  railway  cutting 
alongside  the  existing  tip,  for  tipping  purposes,  the  arrangement  has  still 
to  be  finalised.  Negotiations  have  also  been  entered  into  with  neighbouring 
authority  Accrington  Borough  regarding  the  incineration  of  Household  Refuse, 
in  this  instance  also  negotiations  have  not  been  finalised. 

The  paper  sack  system  has  again  been  extended  by  approximately  100 
units,  another  step  towards  100/2  paper  sack  refuse  collection  service. 

We  have  had  our  share  of  troubles  at  the  tip  again,  mainly  caused  by 
fires  which  hs.ve  been  started  deliberately.  Not  one  fire  was  attributable  by 
spontaneous  combustion. 


SH0KE_C0NTR0L. 

Unfortunately  during  the  year,  due  to  the  fuel  situation,  our  existing 
Smoke  Control  Zones  had  to  be  temporarily  suspended,  and  the  extension  of  the 
zones  received  a  set  back.  However  individual  conversionswere  still  going  on 
throughout  the  town  during  this  period.

FOOD  PREMISES . 


There  has  he.  n  no  introduction  of  any  new  Food  Manufacturing 
;  premises  during  the  year.  Frequent  inspections  ha,vc  been  made  of  existing 
food  handling  premises,  and  it  is  found  that  the  ready  co-operation  given 
by  the  food  handlers  has  readily  maintained  the  standard.
